ber election. 
Secretary of State Jordan has been 
officially notified of the circu lation of 
the petitions and the campaign for the 
new regu lations will be carried on 
vigorou sly in San Francisco, Los An­ 
geles and the fifty-six other cou nties 
of the state. 
The prime object of the new regu la­ 
tions will be to allow the people at 
large, who own the game of California, 
the privilege of bu ying it in the pu b­ 
lic mark ets. 
Measu res passed at the 
last session of the legislatu re wou ld 
tak e this privilege away from the peo­ 
ple and confer a game monopoly on 
the patrons of the game preserves.
